Gallaudet Young Scholars Program 


keeps teenagers on run for the sun 


Fifteen hearing impaired high school 
students from 11 states are nearing the 
completion this week of the first 
Gallaudet Young Scholars Program. 

The students, ranging from 14 to 17 
years old, were selected from 300 
teenagers who expressed interest in the 
new program. They were chosen on 
the basis of test scores, teacher recom- 
mendations and student essays. 

The theme of the 4-week intensive 
program is solar physics. Students are 
studying solar energy, the physics of 
light, astronomy and optics. They 
designed and built their own solar col- 
lectors and then competed to see who 
could heat water to the highest 
temperature.

The students enjoyed a thrilling early 
morning balloon ride over Virginia 
treetops to study the effects of the sun 
on wind currents. And they descended 
into the depths of caves to study what 
happens in the absence of the sun. 

Teachers Dave Snyder, Del Wynn 
and Mary Ellsworth led students on 
field trips to NASA, the Naval Re- 
search Development Lab and a solar 
home. At the Naval Observatory, they 
viewed sun spots on the 12” refracting 
telescope. 

Dr. Richard Meisegeier, director of 
the Honors Program, also directs the 
Young Scholars Program. He hopes to 
expand it next year to include other 
curriculum areas.

Schuchman steps 
down as provost

“Many of the College’s programs 
received accreditation under his leader- 
ship. Additionally, he has been an ef- 
fective and contributing member of the 
Central Administration.”

Public education 
campaign started 


Congress last month approved a bill 
initiating a year-long public education 
campaign about hearing and speech 
impairments. 

Rep. Frank Guarini (D-NJ) spon- 
sored Public Law 99-48 in the House, 
stating that the American people “must 
make a commitment to opening the 
doors of communication ever wider.” 

“We must spread the word about the 
significant contributions that deaf, hard 
of hearing and speech impaired people 
have made in virtually every occupa- 
tion and profession,” said Guarini. 
“And we must continue to draw atten- 
tion to the unfair impediments and 
obstacles which limit their education 
and employment opportunities.”
